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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
blend of wax and vegetable oil as an emollient base has been known as far back as the 
second century A.D., (see column 2, lines 13-17 of U.S. Patent 4, 151 ,304), no 
references were found showing a binary mixture of wax and vegetable oil with wax 
being the minor component. See page 3, columnl , lines 60-65 of U.S. Patent 
1 ,831 ,544 or column 3, lines 35-37 of U.S. Patent 3,086,909 or the Abstract of Nippon 
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
